Candidates Pledged, Chair- 
man Pell Says No. 


PLEAS FOR GOOD JUDGES 


Bar Committees Ask Conferences 
With_ Political Organizations on Se- 
\ fection of Nominees for Bench. 


A sharp differencé of opinion as to 
the advisability of the 
candidates for the Assembly running .on 
a party platform this Fall has arisen 
among the Democratic chiefs, and a 
i oom in the organization is possible. 
MGovernor Alfred E.: Smith is in favor 
of the Democratic State Committee 
adopting a ‘platform for the Assembly 
candidates, but State Chairman Herbert 
C. Pej declared emphatically yesterday 
that there would be no platform, 

Chairman Pell called yesterday at 
Tammany Hall, which leader Charles 
F. Murphy also visited for the first 
‘time in more than a week. The Chair- 
man announced that the State commit- 
tee would- meet in New York City on 
Sept. 26 to nominate one candidate for 
the Court of Appeals. He volunteered 
the opinion that no platform would be 
adopted. 

When’ Governor Smith at the Hotel 
Biltmore was informed of .Chairman 
Pell’s décision he seemed surprised. 
With considerable emphasis the Gov- 
ernor declared that he was still of the 
a eri that the Democratic candidates 
for the Assembly should have a plat- 
form setting forth the. principles for 
which they stood. 

On the eve of his departure to attend 
the funeral of President Harding a 
month ago, the Governor expressed him- 
self for the first time as in favor of a 
‘plan for the Demecratic Committee 
the Assembly candidates in session to 
adopt a State-wide platform.’ He said 
that he and members of the State Legis- 
lature were elected a year ago after 
pledges to enact certain legislation, but 
that they had beén defeated in their 
purpose by the confinued opposition of 
the Republican members of the Assem- 
bly.
